The  quality  and  cs'.anthy  of  the  tov.ri’s  water  has  been  satisfactory 
during  the  year’,  there  being  :j.o  shorLogc;.  The  policy  of  tho  Council  in  talcing 
an  adequate  from  the  Derveent  Valley  YJator  Board,,  by  agroement,  is  a sound  and 
long  sighted  one. 


1 ,5C0  yards  5"  Trunlc  Water  Mains  were  scraped  from  the  River  Derwent 
to  the  High  BeveJ.  Reservoir  during  the  year. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken-all  satisfactoay. 


WATER  - COmBRJED. 

An  impounding,  or  otoragc  reservoir  usually  has  c.  capacity  of  four 
v/-eoks  to  four  months,  or  more,  supply,  Sucti  are  the  Dervent  Valley  Water  Board 
Reservoirs  at  B.anu’ord.  This  water  is  filtered  before  distribution,  and  is  now 
pumped  to  the  High  Level  Reservoir  off  Coomfcs  Roo.d,  Both  the  Hi£^  and  Lovr  Level 
Reservoirs  are  service  reservoirs  for  the  tovm,  the  water  being  conveyed  throu^ 
t'vo  mains  approadmately  a mile  or  more  to  the  points  of  distribution  in  the  tov/n. 
The  diameter  of  the  mains  is  much  reduced  by  incrustation,  conseiguently  the 
volume  of  water  delivered  during  the  peak  period  is  much  reduced  in  pressure  to 
the  hi^or  parts  of  the  tovai,  with  no  he<ad  for  fire  purposes.  A definite 
length  of  pipe  should  be  rolaid  each  yca.r  as  a ma.tter  of  general  polic^r. 

In  my  last  year’s  Annual  Report  for  1930?  T took  some  pains  to  show 
that  the  population  for  water  purposes  in  Ba.keYrell  should  be  calcula.ted  at  a much 
hi^er  figure  thai.L  in  tho  uensus  Return,  The  present  figure  should  not  be  less 
that  A.,0C0,  while,  if  one  looks  aliead  say  20  years,  the  figure  should  probably  be 
3,000,  I shev/ed  tliat  the  number  of  gallons  of  vrater  per  head  per  day  should  be 
taken  as  AO-30.  This  gives  250,000  gallons  a day  o.t  the  higher  figure,  A 
Committee  set  up  by  tho  lviinistr3r  of  Healtti  which  reported  in  1949,  found,  tha.t  in 
ton  years  1 938  - 1 9-^v3  there  was  an  increase  of  25^  in  England  and  Wales  of  gallons 
per  head  per  day  of  v/ater  con.sux;ption.  In  London  the  average  daily  consumption 

of  water  in  1945  "'^^as  43  gallons  per  head, 

A Service  Reser'roir  nornall;/  has  at  least  a week's  supply.  Talcing 
into  consi.derati.on  the  fact  of  the  exi'ra  supply  available  by  pumping  from  ttie 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Bo^a.'d,  I om  of  the  opinion  that  the  town’s  storage  capacity 
should  not  be  less  then  three  doys  supply.  All  my  remrks  in  last  year's 
report  still  stand.  By  your  policy  of  balancing  tanks  or  small  service 
reservoirs  at  the  higher  jjoints  in  the  towi,  vrater  is  stored  at  points  of 
distribution  in  the  town  rather  than  a/c  points  of  supply  a.t  a.  distance  v/hich 
require  a long  length  of  pipe  before  reaching  the  area,  of  consui'i-ption. 


As  stated  Last  year  a further  balancing  tank  should  be  so  sited  and 
constiuicted  at  the  highest  possible  level  on  the  v/est  side  of  the  to\m  to  ensure 
thout  with  tho  existing  reservoirs  and  all  balancing  tanks  there  is  ca  total 
storage  capacity  of  not  less  than  three  days  supply.
